HADASSAH PROTESTS TEXT 
OF RESOLUTION ON ALIYA 


JERUSALEM (NJP)—An interesting sidelight at the recent 
World Zionist Congress sessions was the protest from the floor by 
Hadassah against a passage of the resolution on immigration to 


Israel from the Western world. 


The disputed passage called for increased 


children and youth “from all 
over the world” and urged lead- 
ers of Jewish communities and 
especially Jewish parents “to 
make the earliest possible ar- 
rangements for the departure of 
their children for Israel.” 


AFTER the resolution had 
been passed and the session had 
proceeded to the report of the 
next committee, Moshe Kol, head 
of the Jewish Agency’s Youth 
Aliya Department, was called 
back to the floor to explain, ac- 
cording to The Jerusalem Post, 
that the resolution referred only 
to “oppressed countries” and 
‘not to the United States.” 

This seemingly satisfied no 
one, reported the newspaper. 


MRS. JUDITH EPSTEIN, a 
past president of Hadassah, in- 
terrupted from the ffoor to pro- 
test against the explanation with 
a ery of “nonsense.” She said 
that the explanation would not 
accompany the printed copy of 
the resolution. 

She was immediately repri- 
manded by Rabbi Zambroswsky 
of Canada, who was in the chair, 
who asserted that she was out 
of order and that the resolution 
had already been adopted. 


BUT THE OTHER side was 
not to be put off, either. 

Y. Bankower, chairman of the 
Immigration Absorption and 
Youth Aliya Committee, de- 
clared to loud applause that Mr. 
Kol’s explanation was unac- 
ceptable, and that the resolu- 
tion meant exactly what it said 
and was not limited to specific 
countries.

13 Jews Wounded, 
Many Arabs Dead 
In Algerian Fight 


ALGIERS (WNS)-—In a fresh 
outbieak of fighting in the Jew- 
ish quarter of Constantine, a 
city some 200 miles east of here, 
six persons were killed and four 
wounded on Sunday. This fol- 
lowed the wounding of 13 Jews 
the day before during a series of 
running battles between Arab 
rebels and Europeans in that 
city. 

‘The thirteen Jews were injured 
when a hand grenade was 
thrown, presumably by an Arab, 
into a Jewish cafe on the edge 
of the Jewish quarter. After 
shots were fired elsewhere in the 
Jewish quarter by Arab terror- 
ists, the European vigilante 
forces retaliated in a series of 
raids on cafes and shops in the 
Arab quarter, using submachine 
guns chiefly. Arab casualties 
were put at about 15 deag and 
nearly 40 wounded. 

Although Arab bodies were 
found in alleys and building cor- 
ridors in the Jewish quarter, re- 
ports received here said that the 
Jews had not participateq in the 
fighting.

NEW YORK (NJP) — Rabbi

Rabbi Rackman, who is him- 


self a leading Orthodox rabbi, 
and who is opposed to the with- 
drawal stand, told The POST 
that he was in Israel “and spoke 
to both Rabbi Herzog and Rabbi 
Maimon, and it was their wish 
not to become involved with the 
situation in the United States.” 

He said that the feeling of the 
Israeli chief rabbi was that the 
controversy should be solved 
within the confines of the United 
States and it would be wrong 
for an individual such as the 
chief rabbi to intervene in be- 
half of one side or the other. 

“By requesting that their 
names be withheld,” he added, 
“the Israeli rabbis felt that 
neither group could then point 
to them as being partial to one 
side or the other.”

Klutznick lashed out against

“YET HAVING so charged, I 
say to you that there is hope. 
In my travels through the length 
and breadth of this land, I have 
seen young people with the light 
of adventure in their eyes seek- 
ing the chance to serve. These 
very young people to whom I 
allude may have to wait until 
they are old and decrepit before 
they are given the responsibili- 
ties that will enable them to 
grow anq mature into superla- 
tive leaders. 

“One of the tragedies of volun- 
tary associations,” he continued, 
“is not alone the character of 
leader that it sometimes secures, 
but the longevity of the term of 


office itself. 
“NO MAN or woman,” he re- 
lated, ‘should sit so long in a 


position of honor and of respons: 
ibility that his viewpoint loses 
its freshness, and his energy 
wears out. We need constructive 
turnover; we need to make room 
in places of responsibility for 
those who might be lost to us, 
no matter how talented, if the 
positions are frozen into the 
hands of a few.”

Spring Drives Top 
‘55 By $9 Million 


NEW YORK (NJP)—First re- 
ports from 43 communities show 
over $9 million more raised this 
year over last, a compilation 
made by the Council of Jewish 
Federations and Welfare Funds 
reveals. 

The figures are $31,354,191 
last year as against $40,741,303 
this year, with many of the ma- 
jor drives incompleted. 

Detroit, with $5,113,000 raised 
thus far, is running 32.3 per cent 
ahead of last year’s campaign 
and has already raised 24 per 
cent more than last year’s total 
campaign results. 

Cleveland, usually ene of the 
leaders in the nation, set the 
pace with $4,825,560 as compared 
with $4,055,000. The 1956 figure 
is even larger than Cleveland’s 
total for the banner year of 1948. 

Houston, with $471,723, has al- 
ready raised 29 per cent more 
than last year’s final figure. To- 
ronto is also mounting an im- 
pressive campaign, with results 
runing 47.5 per cent ahead of 
1955 from the same people. 





‘56 Exports Up 
After ‘55 Decline 


JERUSALEM—A jump in in- 
dustrial exports over last April 
has helped the 1956 export total 
exceed the 1955 figure, it was 
reported here. Total exports 
this year are $54.9 million as 
against $44.2 million in 1955.

IN LEVELING the charges 
against the U. S. government in 
a unanimously adopted resolu- 
tion by its top policy-making 
body, the AJC declared that pro- 
tests to the State Department 
over a period of many months 
had proveg unavailing.

“The United States Govern- 
ment appears‘to have accepted 
the view that discrimination 
against American Jewish citizens 
is within the authority of the 
Arab states, and the United 
States need not and can not do 
anything about it.

“WHILE THE Committee has 
been given repeated assurances 
of the State Department’s con- 
cern and displeasure over these 
oppressive measures, no official 
steps have been taken to coun- 
ter them, other than unreward- 
ing and largely futile ‘friendly 
discussions’ with the Arab coun- 
tries. Meanwhile, the discrimina- 
tory practices continue unabat- 
ed.”

ABOUT FIVE years ago she 
began to experiment with an all 
Yemenite dance group which to- 
day has become the most excit- 
ing ang outstanding of Israeli 
dance companies. 

This company, which is called 
“Imbal,” performs almost daily. 
traveling to all corners of the 
country. Anywhere they go they 
leave an unforgettable impres- 
sion. 

They not only dance but also 
use instruments, speak and sing. 
This wonderful blending of all 
the arts makes for a very excit- 
ing and complete theatre experi- 
ence, Berk said. 

“T first saw them perform at 
an open air rally that was held 
at a large school yard at Beth 
Hakarem, a suburb of Jerusa- 
lem. It was decorated with blue 
and white flags and _ lighted 
torches encircled the yard. It was 
very thrilling to see the reac. 
tions of this audience of young 
people from all over the world. 


SARAH LEVY is described by 
Berk as a very modest and sin- 
cere person. She choreographs 
all the ballets for the company. 
She also writes some of the mu- 
sic and _ creates fascinating 
rhythms as well as directs the 
singing and speaking of the 
group. 

Her very versatile talents have 
made Imbal what is considered 
one of the first dance groups 
presenting something authentic- 
ally Jewish and Israeli. 

In discussing the question of 
authenticity with her Berk quot- 
ed her as saying: 

“They say this is Jewish, but 
I feel there is so much more to 
it. There is the Hassidic, the 
Orient, and our surroundings— 
all of which will probably change 
our style, too. It will take many 
years to create something new— 
something ‘Israeli.” : 

Imbal is a company that at 
this point comes closest to what 
can be called really Israeli, Berk 
related. It is at such a level that 
it can and should be seen in any 
part of the world, he said.

DEAR MR. PEARLROTH: I am interested in learning about 
the origin and meaning of the family name Plaut, which 
was my mother’s maiden name. The family came originally 
from the province of Hessen in Germany. Thank you for your 
attention in this inquiry. — JOHN H. GOLDSMITH, Sacra- 
mento 14, California. 
PLAUT is a word peculiar to the Henneberg district in the 
German province of Hessen and means “Blue.” It is 
most often used for “bluing,” the coloring matter employed 
in laundry. It would be a good assumption that the family 
name is derived from a trade. Your ancestor may have 
been either a launderer or in the business of selling bluing. 


DEAR MR. PEARLROTH: I want to know where the origin 
of my name did begin, and what it means. There are 
many variations in spelling—Skolnik, Shkolnik, Skulnick, etc. 
My parents are both from Vilna, or Minsk, in Russia.—

SKOLNICK (more correctly Shkolnik) is derived from the 

Polish word szkola, a school. In this case the word 
refers to a Synagogue which always included the communal 
Jewish school. The szkolnik (Schulman) was an important 
functionary in the Jewish communities of ancient Poland. 
He was the liaison man between the community and the 
Polish government, for one thing because he was often 
the only man available with a complete mastery of the 
Polish language. Since he was attached in an official capac- 
ity to the synagogue he has often been equated with a 
beadle or sexton. He was more than that. He was a com- 
bination of synagogue executive and notary as well as in- 
terpreter. He usually had two or more underlings for 
the performance of menial duties.

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Colored Jews Feel 


Sting of Prejudice 
In Tel Aviv Housing

L AVIV (NJP)—A very ugly case of racial discrimination 
by Jews against Jews cropped up recently in Tel Aviv where a 
colored (of Oriental descent) Jew named Jacob Falha accused Tel 
Aviv’s white (of European descent) community of racial bias and 


discrimination. 

A thorough investigation of 
his allegations proves that there 
is no doubt but that truth-law- 
justice and everything else, too, 
are on Falha’s side. The fact 
is that Tel Aviv, much more 
than Haifa or Jerusalem or any 
other Israeli town or city, is 
practicing racial discrimination 
by Jews against Jews, not only 
in most fields of socal life but 
also in such fields as real es- 
tate: ang housing, just like in 
some Georgia or Alabama ci- 
ties, the only difference being 
that there it is the Negroes 
who are discriminated against 
—in Tel Aviv it’s Jews who suf- 
fer from Jews. 

IT WOULD be no exaggera- 
tion to say that all inhabitants 
of the exclusive Northern Tel 
Aviv district are white Jews. 
There are thousands of colored 
Jews who work in Northern Tel 
Aviv as maids, doormen, serv- 
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ants, trash collectors, shoeshine 
boys, streetcleaners and so forth, 
but all the home owners are 
white. 

The reason is not that there 
are not any rich colored Jews 
who have enough money to buy 
themselves an apartment in Nor- 
thern Tel Aviv, but simply that 
the real estate agents refuse to. 
sell to such Jews fearing a de- 
preciation of the real estate’s 
value if the colored Jews began 
moving in. 

The realtors, all of them whites, 
are quite frank about it too. They 
say they have nothing against 
the colored Jews, and some of 
their best friends are colored 
Jews, but the truth is that clients 
seek a quiet neighborhood in- 
habited by whites. They don’t 
want “colored” neighbors, with 
their large and noisy families 
and they do not want their kids 
to play and learn together with 
the Iraqi, Moroccan or Yemenite 
children. 

THE REALTORS point out, 
therefore that as soon as “‘col- 
ored” families begin moving in 
on a certain street, most rich 
“white” families sell out and 
move northwards, no self-respect- 
ing “white” family with means 
would move into such a neigh- 
borhood, and the net result is 
that property values take a down- 
ward drop. 

Since the realtors would go to 
jail if they refused openly to sell 
apartments to colored Jews, the 
realtors are working with the 
aid of the houseowners commit- 
tees. 

MOST APARTMENT houses 
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are owned jointly by the apart- 
ment owners. To take care of 
their joint property, the apart- 
ment Owners are encouraged by 
the realtors to set up a house- 
owners committee to protect the 
property and its value, 

This is legal. The houseown- 
ers committee iecalize just as 
well as the realtors do that once 
a colored family moves in, the 
value of their own apartments 
will drop and if they wish to sell 
it one day, they’ll have to incur 
a financial loss. Therefore, all 
apartment Owners sign legally- 
valid promises to sell their apart- 
ments in case they wish to move 
out, only with the approval of 
the houseowners committee. 

Officially, such a clause is not 
directed against any colored 
Jews but is a means to protect 
the other apartment owners 
against an unscrupulous apart- 
ment owner selling his apart- 
ment to criminals, habitual 
drunkards and other undesirable 
elements. 

IN PRACTICE it works out 
against the colored Jews, as Ja- 
cob Falha found out to his sur- 
prise. 

Having saved enough money 
to buy an expensive (15,000 
pounds) apartment in Tel Aviv’s 
exclusive North Side, Falha, an 
oriental Jew, answered a news- 
paper ad advertising a nice apart- 
ment on 82 Arlosorov Street for 
sale, and came te terms with the 
owner. The contract was ready 
to sign when the owner remem- 
bered that he had to ask the com- 
mittee’s permission. 

“It’s only a formality,” he told 
the distinguished-looking Falha, 
“I’m sure they will sign it...” 

To his consternation he learned 
that the committee refused to 
approve the _ sale. Committee 
heads told him frankly that they 
had nothing personal against 
him, he was more cultured and 
intelligent than many of the 
“whites” living in the house he 
wanted to move into, but busi- 
ness was business and they could 
not afford to reduce the house’s 
overall value by allowing a col- 
ored family in. 

THIS WAS on March 13, 1956. 
Falha protested vehemently and 
went to lawyers, but to no avail, 
for, legally the committee had a 
perfect right to approve or dis- 
approve a sale. 

In the meantime, the apart- 
ment in question was sold to a 
white buyer and the case would 
not have become known if it were 
not for an indignant public let- 
ter written by Falha and pub- 
lished in Israel’s biggest daily, 
Maariv, which like all the other 
Israeli papers, fights racial bias 
and discrimination. 

The trouble is that most white 
Jews in Israel are against any 
discriminaticn in theory and in 
principle, but they do not want 
a colored husband for their 
daughter, coloreq playmates for 
their kids and colored neighbors

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Inflation Once Again Hits 
Israel— May Be Harmful

HAIFA—lIsrael is once again in the grip of a mild inflation 
which, if not halted soon, may play havoc with the economic 
structure of the nation. An upward spiral which had become 








most dangerous two and three years ago was arrested by cour- 
ageous government fiscal policies and strict control over factors 
involved. 


This time, however, the elements contributing to the 
inflation are not entirely manageable. 

Perhaps foremost is the factor of national 
defense. The urgent requirements of the state 
in this area naturally involve large outlays of 
money, and the more money placed in circula- 
tion, the higher go the prices, and the lower 
goes the value of the Israel pound. 

A second factor is the salary increase re- 
cently approved for top civil servants and em- 
ployed professionals generally. The wage-earn- 
, ing class has not been slow to come forward 
ALPERT with its own demands, and a general, down-the- 
line increase, the first in many years, seems to be a certainty. The 
money markets are already discounting the possibility. 

In our times Americans really do not®know what inflation 
means, except by hearsay. Here in Israel it becomes a matter of 
real eoncern to every citizen. A widow who lives off the income 
of a fixed investment finds that prices have soared beyond her 
income. One who bought an insurance retirement program, pay- 
ing for it over the years with hard currency, now receives the 
stipulated monthly payments, but their purchasing power has 
shrunk to a fragment of what the same amounts were 10 years ago, 


No Long-Term Loans Made 


Under these circumstances no one is willing to lend money 
for any extended period of time. One hundred pounds lent today, 
and repaid one year from today, in the same amount plus interest, 
may have less actual value by as much as 25 per cent, if the in- 
fiation is serious. Long-term mortgages for home building are 
almost completely unheard of for obvious reasons. 

Of late, a number of devices have been introduced to meet 
the problem. The Palestine Electric Corporation, selling bonds to 
the public, would never have been able to dispose of its issue had 
the company not promised that at time of maturity the bonds 
would be redeemed, not at the fixed face value, but at a value 
determined by the fluctuations in the economy. If the cost of 
living index had in 10 years gone up 50 per cent, then that 50 per 
cent would be taken into consideration in fixing redemption value. 
Or if the value of the Israel pound had shrunk by one-third in 
terms of the stable American dollar, that loss in shrinkage would 
be made up by payment of an additional third. 

In one recent case called to my attention, a professional beor- 
rowed a sum of money from an institution with which he is as- 
sociated, the loan to extend over 15 years. Here the hedge against 
inflation was linked to the man’s own salary. If in that period 
his salary had risen because of cost of living factors, excluding 
seniority increases or promotions, he would repay the loan at a 
figure based on the percentage increase of his salary. 

One of the local life insurance companies has just announced 
a new policy, combined with a savings program, which contains 
features of such automatic adjustment to protect the value of 
the investment which the policy holder makes in terms of fixed 
annual premiums.

UJA dollars, and the investment dollars of Israe) Bonds, in 
addition to the primary functions for which they are intended, 
serve also to bolster the strength of the Israel pound, and help 
keep the country’s fiscal policy more or less stable. 

In the long run, however, Israel’s financial position, and its 
economic stability as a whole, must depend on its physica] secur- 
ity. So long as huge sums must be channeled into otherwise non- 
productive enterprises for the maintenance of a large defense 
machine, the country cannot think in terms of stability. This is 
obvious to every observer, and to the Arabs no less. There ap- 
pears to be every indication that the Arab states do not want war 
with Israel, since they believe that by periodic defiant menacing, 
by occasional voicing of threats, by sporadic border incidents they 





can keep Israel’s fever high, and her economy unbalanced.  In- 
deed, many Arab papers have hopefully begun to predict the 
country’s imminent internal collapse. 

For these reasons, Israel] must be so strong that threat of 


war cannot frighten her, and for the same reasons, Israel] is con- 
stantly, persistently, patiently seeking the aid of the proper inter- 
national authorities in bringing about a permanent peace, and the 
restoration of normalcy to the area.

It is my impression that in 
keeping with its policy as a 
wholesome famly magazine, the 
Ladies Home Journal, as other 
women’s magazines, does not 
publish any liquor advertising. 

Ang I've been mulling over 
the idea of just how far a pub- 
lication might go in rejecting 
unwelcome material and what 
the effect of making such de- 
cisions might be on the adver- 
tising revenue. 


FOR INSTANCE, about a 
year ago in the same Journal 
there was an article on dieting 
in which we read that “Our doc- 
tor has purposely eliminated re- 
fined sugars from the diet in the 
belief that refined sugars deplete 
the body of stored B-complex 
vitamins which are necessary to 
good health. ... In time (if the 
diet is adhered to) you will be 
delighted to discover that your 
taste for sweets will diminish. .” 
Fresh, dried and water-packed 
fruits were allowed and even re- 
quired (natural sweets). 

Just think of the lucrative 
business that the Journal would 
have to turn away—the ads for 
puddings, preserves, coke, gum, 
gelatine canned fruit, cake mixes, 
candy. 

AND THERE’S tobacco, which, 
at this point, surely no one will 
deny, has been proven harmful; 
and now comes the information 
concerning fat and its relation to 
high blood preSsure and other 
diseases. (The belief is that it 
isn’t so much how many calories 
are consumed but how much ac- 
tual fat is in the diet that has 
an effect on certain disorders.) 
And even our old staple, salt, is 
coming in for a hard second look 
these days. 

Well, all I can say is that I 
have only pity for the poor ad- 
vertising manager who has to 
wrestle with his conscience try- 
ing to make an honest dollar for 
his worthy magazine.

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At the Zionist Congress held in 
Jerusalem the high point of in- 
terest was the debate between 
Menahem Beigin and Yaakov Ha- 
zan about the desirability of a 
so-called preventive war. (So 
called because, in fact, the war 
between Israel and the Arab 
states has never stopped.) 

Both Beigin and Hazan are 
members of the Knesset which 
meets three days a week, where 
they indulge in the same argu- 
ments and the same mutual 
name-calling. 

The repetition of the same per- 
formance at the Zionist Congress 
which meets once in five years 
ang has no legal power added 
little of substance. Its only val- 
ue was an added bit of publicity 
on a question on which the inter- 
ested public is well informed al- 
ready. ° 


OTHERWISE little of value 
was said at the Congress which 
would not have been said under 
similar circumstances at a meet- 
ing of the UJA, the Israel Bonds, 
the B’nai B’rith, ORT or even 
the American Jewish Commit- 
tee. 

Concern for the Jews of North 
Africa and the Soviet empire and 
a desire to save Israel in her 
hour of peril is now common to 
all conscious Jews, except the 
American Council for Judaism 
ang the few visitors from Gulli- 
ver’s Floating Island. 

Judging by the letters to the 
editor of The Morning Freiheit, 
the average Jewish Communist, 
having lost faith in the Stalin 
salvation, is now worried about 
the fate of Israel as the only 
bastion for Jewish survival. Ben- 
Gurion’s formula, that all Jews 
are friends of Israel except the 
few members of the Council for 
Judaism and the Jewish Com- 
munists, is now out of date. 

That still does not mean that 
there is no longer need for a 
Zionist. organization. For one 
thing, the discussion between 
Israeli and the Diaspora repre- 
sentatives took place against a 
background of common endeav- 
or going back many years. This 
and the whole Zionist tradition 


form an intangible asset of con- 
siderable importance. But the 
value of that asset has been 


steadily diminishing since 1948. 
It will take a great deal of ef- 
fort to reverse the trend. 

The Congress has _ hardly 
touched on the basic problems 
facing the movement. 

The two basic problems of the 
Zionist movement are content 
and structure. 


ON THE SURFACE, the con- 
tents of what was originally Zi- 
onist ideas have now been 
adopted by most Jews; as empha- 
sized by Pinsker and Herzl, Zion- 
ism claimed that Jews who are 
in danger of persecution and who 
cannot become assimilated even 
if they want to, ought to be 
concentrated in Palestine; as em- 
phasized by Aha Ha-am, Zionism 
taught that under modern con- 
ditions Judaism as a distinct cul- 
ture cannot maintain sufficient 
vitality to survive in dspersion 
and needs revitalization through 
concentration of a Jewish com- 
munity of quality in Palestine. 

There have always been dif- 
ferences of opinion among Zion- 
ists as to the precise reading of 
the barometer which shows dan- 
lover signs for any given Jewish 
community: Not every Zionist 
in Germany was a Herzl or a

some day assimilated German 
Jews who despised Zionism 
would be rescued by it. Similar. 
ly, there have always been dif. 
ferences of opinion among Zion. 
ists as to the degree of spiritual 
dependence on the cultural cen- 
ter in Palestine by any Jewish 
community in the diaspora. 

In its broad outlines, on the 
surface, most Jews who are not 
completely indifferent about 
Jewish matters have adopteg the 
two basic Zionist principles. 


THE APOLOGISTS for organ- 
izeq Zionism claim that it goes 
beneath the surface, that its ad- 
herence to Zionist principles is 
more thorough, more profound, 
more conscious, more infused 
with strong emotion. The claim 
is greatly exaggerated and or- 
ganized Zionism has in the past 
eight years done much more to 
advance the claim than to give it 
substance. 

The truth is that, by and large, 
the membership of the Zionist 
movement has a stronger emo. 
tional attachment to Israel than 
other Jews. With the attachment 
to Israel goes (usually as a pre- 
condition but also as a conse- 
quence) stronger Jewish loyalty 
in general. But it is a fluid situ- 
ation in which non-Zionists are 
rapidly catching up with organ- 
ized Zionism. 

Continueg activity in the UJA, 
in Israel Bonds, in the Ameri- 
can Fund for Israel Institutions, 
in the American Technion Soci- 
ety, in the American Friends of 
the Hebrew University, the 
Weizmann Institute, etc., mem- 
bership in synagogues or lodges 
which highlight Israel as a fac- 
tor of prime importance in Jew- 
ish survival, and even reading 
the daily press—all these exert 
the same influence on the emo- 
tions as membership in a Zion- 
ist organization. 


AS FAR AS Zionist thinking 
is concerned, it is no more pro- 
found among organized Zionists 
than it is among pro-Israel non- 
Zionists. It is not more profound 
or more comprehensive. It is 
merely more confusing. Intellec- 
tually, the Zionist movement has 
been denuded of its content and 
now must start at the beginning. 

Midstream is a chapter in Gen- 
esis.

UNITY IN WORLD JEWRY 


The action of the B’nai B’rith at its 
“Supreme Grand Lodge convention in ap- 
proving the organization’s membership 
in a new world Jewish body is to be 
commended. 

This new agency is a brain-child of 
Dr. Nahum Goldmann, and if it were to 
be brought into existence would be one 
of the great coups of the ubiquitous Na- 
hum Goldmann, new president of the 
World Zionist Organization. 

The proposal for the world Jewish 
body must have grown out of the suc- 
cess of the Jewish Conference Material 
Claims against Germany. This is the 
agency whose task it was to distribute 
$10,000,000 annually which West Ger- 
many has provided along with the repar- 
ations funds. 

Serving on this body was every 
major Jewish organization in the world. 

The one line of division in the Jew- 
ish community on a world-wide basis 
has been the American Jewish Commit- 
tee on the one hand aligned with the 
Anglo-Jewish Association of England and 
the Alliance Universelle Francaise. The 
World Jewish Congress and the Ameri- 
can Jewish Congress in the United States 
were their counterparts. 

As president of the World Jewish 
Congress, it can be assumed that the or- 
ganization will join the new world Jew- 
ish body. It may even relinquish in 
time some of its functions to the new 
group, although at this early date noth- 
ing is known of the program of the new 
body.

BAD EFFECTS OF 


Most of the men in the fund-raising 
and public relations field in the Jewish 
community like and support The POST. 
Almost all are subscribers and it is from 
them that a good many of the tips which 
lead to exclusive news stories emanate. 

Yet in writing editorials invariably 
we step on some of their collective toes. 
This is inevitable. 

The position The POST takes—that 
of a developing Jewish community with 
signs of positive and even creative Jew- 
ish values—often makes it run counter 
to some of the views pressed by our na- 
tional Jewish organizations. That, plus 
the fact that some of our national Jew- 
ish organizations in the protection of 
what they deem their rights are divisive 
and even destructive of good for the 
Jewish community as a whole. 

When we took a rather tolerant posi- 
tion recently in the matter of some of 
the remarks on anti-Semitism as a threat 
to the United States Jewish community 
today, we were challenged by the pro- 
fessional fund-raiser of the organiza- 
tion. The letter was not for printing, 
and was friendly, if a little on the bitter 
side. 

The fundamental objection to fund- 
raising in this instance, based as it was 
on exaggeration, and for that matter to 
fund-raising as a whole, is that in order 
to be effective it must give a one-sided 


as it has been. the lone organization 
which prefers to act unilaterally in the 
United States — the American Jewish 
Committee. If the Committee were to 
participate in the new world Jewish 
body, then its chances for success would 
be considerably enhanced. 

Very likely, however, the Committee 
will not join. Often it has taken action 
unilaterally which in essence was no 
different from the action of the united 
United States Jewish groups. It prefers 
to go its own way. 

This kind of position—called volun- 
tarism by the Committee — has value, 
but like other principles, when carried 
to an extreme, can become destructive, 
and in this instance, frustrates any op- 
portunity for unity. It has been respon- 
sible for the withdrawal of the Com- 
mittee from the National Community Re- 
lations Advisory Council (the B'nai 
B’rith took the same action) and will very 
likely, when adhered to slavishly, lead 
to a refusal of the Committee to join the 
proposed new world body. 

When Phil Kluznick became presi- 
dent of the B’nai B’rith he gave to the 
organization the kind of bold and far- 
visioned leadership which has revived 
what has always been one of America’s 
great Jewish organizations. The action 
of the Order in approving its participa- 
tion in the new world body is in line 
with Mr. Klutznick’s willingness to place 
his organization solidly behind every ef- 
fort to improve the situation of world 
Jewry and to endow its instrumentalities 
with as much democracy as possible.

view of the community. Invariably this 
one-sided view warps the outlook of the 
community, and is the reason why today 
there are not whole Jews, but either anti- 
Semitism Jews, or United Jewish Appeal 
Jews, or B’nai B’rith Jews. 

To be philosophic about this, we sup- 
pose it is a stage through which we must 
pass. But as we’ve said before what we 
need is not less anti-Semitism Jews or 
UJA Jews, as opposed to Jews who take 
no interest in any Jewish causes, but 
more of them. We need more, not less, 
pocketbook Jews. 

Funds must be provided to offset the 
activities of the anti-Semites in the 
United States. Consequently, we’re all 
for the success of campaigns to amass 
these monies. But anti-Semitism, UJA, 
even work for Israel, all are secondary 
to building our Jéwish education ap- 
paratus in the United States. 

A proper rating of the importance of 
the needs in the Jewish community would 
put education work first, the United 
Jewish Appeal and Israel Bonds second, 
and anti-defamation work third. : 

Yet in the realm of fund-raising, the 
third and first positions are reversed, 
which is unfortunate. But the pendulum 
is swinging back the other way, and in 
time, the values of the Jewish community_ 
will be reflected more accurately by the 
giving of the Jewish community. 


NO ORGANIZATION-SPONSORED PAPER 


The B’nai B’rith Supreme Grand 
Lodge acted properly, in our estimation, 
when it defeated a proposal for trans- 
forming the National Jewish Monthly 
into a semi-menthly tabloid publication. 

Although such a tabloid would no doubt 
have many advantages-over a monthly 
magazine, we believe that the delegates 
to the convention must have felt as we 
do that there are certain things that are 
desirable but which a national Jewish 
organization should not and cannot do. 

Upon analysis, it becomes apparent 
that a semi-monthly tabloid, which could 
easily be shifted into a weekly for that 
matter, becomes a powerful instrument 
for wielding Jewish public opinion. No 
national Jewish organization, the recip- 


ient as it is of Jewish public funds, 
should because it has the resources put 
itself in the position where it can create 
Jewish public opinion to its own benefit 
through dominating the publication field. 

If the United States Jewish com- 
munity were blessed with a number of 
national Jewish weeklies that were in- 
dependently operated, even then for the 
B’nai B’rith to enter the field would be 
unfortunate. 

We believe that the United States 
Jewish community needs most urgently 
a strong national Jewish weekly or even 
daily publication, but that publication 
must not be aligned with any one ele- 
ment within the Jewish community, no 
matter how beneficiently oriented that 
group is.

So it hap- 
peneg that Jews in the rain- 
drenched lands of the Northwest 
prayed for rain and made the 
blessing over the tropical citron 
and palm and _ symbolically 
brought the first fruits of the 
harvest when the fields were still 
burdened with winter snow. 

SUCH LOVE ‘and loyalty to a 
land has never been equalled, 
The Levitical law of Shemitah— 
the release of the land from cul- 
tivation every seventh year—was 
perhaps the profoundest mani- 
festation of the empathy be. 
tween the people and its land. 

One need not be a pietist to 

predict that when the Yishuvy re- 
captures the spirit of the book 
in which these pilgrim festivals 
are recorded, they will return to 
the religion (in their own form 
and measure) which served as 
the guardian and sanctifier of 
the national folkways. 
* SHAVUOT is not entirely de- 
pendent, however, on the relig- 
ious symbolism of the harvest. 
It has been associated with the 
giving of the Law, the revelation 
on Sinai. 

The architects of Judaism 
showed profoung wisdom in 
binding the faith with the double 
bonds of maturity and history. 
As we preserved the natural 
rhythm of the seasonal festivals 
of the land with unique and pas- 
sionate devotion in absentia, so 
we preserved the tradition of the 
revelation of the Law. Perhaps 
it was that same spirit which 
was devoted to preserving the 
actual text of the Torah. 

THE MOST sensational result 
of the Dead Sea Scrolls has been 
the confirmation of the validity 
of the Masoretic text of our 
Bible. From the most careful 
scrutiny of the Isaiah Scrolls, it 
is apparent that the text was al- 
ready fixed one hundred years 
before the Common era and that 
it has come down, with but minor 
variants and changes, to our very 
day. 

For anyone who has dealt with 
medieval documents, or more re 
cent folios, such as Shakespeare's 
plays or the Canterbury Tales, 
this borders on the miraculous. 
Only the utmost dedication and 
the utmost ingenuity could have 
devised the internal and external 
controls by which the Biblical 
text has come down to us. 

It requires no thaumaturgy, 
no dramatic overriding of nature 
to make such a document sacred. 
It has become the measure of 
our days. Every letter is part of 
our heritage. We can read them 
according to our individual light 
but understand nevertheless that 
they are not merely transient 
syllables of a passing tale, but 
rather the alphabet of the ete™ 
nal dialogue between God 
man.

“Who can hear again the an- 
cient tragic ‘Wohin’ of Wander- 
ing Israel with unshuddering 
soul? 

“It is to answer this cry—it 
is to save the lives of thousands 
of babes, and give to thousands 
the opportunity to begin life 
again in new land and give them 
the opportunity to earn their own 
livelihoods and self respect, that 
the Jews of America are asked 
to raise $14,000,000 by March 1. 

“From the bottom of my heart 
I am confident that the Jews of 
America will raise this money 


that is so direfully needed by our 
brethern across the sea. They 
will do it because they are Jews. 
And by doing this—by each one 
of them giving to the uttermost 
of his ability, and even beyond— 
they will prove worthy of the 
blessings that are already theirs 
and win the respect and esteem 
of all humanity-loving people.” 

Mr. Lessing Rosenwald, read 
this article by your father*Read 
it ang you will discover that he 
was not only a great man, but 
also a prophet. He _ prophesied 
that you will be the only Jew in 
this blessed land of ours, whose 
ears will be deaf, whose heart 
will be stone, whose eyes will be 
closed to the monstrous tragedy 
across the sea. 

What a tragedy that this had 
to be his own son, the son of 
a man in whose heart there was 
the divine spark of human kind- 
ness.

Rabbi Hollander, en_ route 
home from the World Zionist 
Congress in Jerusalem, told a 
reporter for The Jewish Chron- 
icle that the issue of participa- 
tion by Orthodox rabbis in asso- 
ciations in which Conservative 
and Reform rabbis hold mem- 
bership will be decided at the 
June convention of the RCA. 

The New York rabbi took the 
position that the issue was not 
a matter to be decided by vote. 
It was a halachic question, and 
this had already been decided by 
the rabbinical verdict (NJP, Mar. 
9, ’°56) of the 11 heads of the 
yeshivot, which forbid such as- 
sociation. 

Explaining his position, Rabbi 
Hollander asserted that Ortho- 
doxy “has lost tens of thousands 
of worshipers to the Conserva- 
tives, for they thought that the 
distinction was minor and there- 
fore chose the movement which 
was more convenient and less 
exacting to them personally.” 





ADDITIONAL BOOK REVIEW 


THE PROMISE, by Esther 
Kellner, $3.50 (Westminster 
Press). 


Mrs. Kellner, long-time juve- 
nile editor, is one of America’s 
most capable woman _ writers. 
In retelling the story of the pa- 
triarch Abraham, she has shown 
equal aptitude in research 
through the literatures of three 
religions. Thus the recital of 
Abraham’s adventures in the 
Bible have been supplemented 
by a number of novel charac- 
ters and incidents. (Her de- 
serted young woman is called 
Azuvah, which means just that 
in Hebrew.) Sarah’s vindictive- 
ness toward Hagar and _ Ish- 
mael is specially stressed; but 
that Sarah through most of her 
life worshiped the moon-god is 


emphatically denied by the 
Midrash. However, as a _ story 
the book is excellent, in the 


main even fascinating.
